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Continuation of 5: Applicant argues that the term "parabolic pulse" is a term of art, and thus 
must be interpreted to mean the temporal shape of the pulse, rather than the spectral shape. A 
search of the U.S. Patents database, the IEEE database, and the Wily Encyclopedia of Electrical 
and Electronics Engineering yields less than 25 results for the term "parabolic pulse." Thus, 
absent any further evidence other than applicant's arguments, there is little evidence to support 
that a "parabolic pulse" is a term of art that must be given a particular meaning. Absent this, then 
the examiner must give the term its broadest reasonable interpretation. The spectral 
representation in Fig. 5 clearly approximates a parabola, and thus it may be interpreted that the 
pulse is a "parabolic pulse." 

Note that the examiner concedes that if the claims were to require the temporal shape to 
be parabolic then the Fermann reference, which is silent as to this feature, could no longer be 
used to anticipate the claims. This would require either an amendment to the claims (which 
would possibly require further consideration/search) or objective evidence other than arguments 
of counsel. 
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
